tial special cheered as it sped by. 


Several hundred persons were at 


the station, at Stevenson), despite the 
early hour. 
The president, who had 


already arisen, appeared and bowed 
his acknowledgments. 


CROWDS AT EVERY STATION. 


Huntsville, Ala,, April 30.—Scenes 


attending the pa&sage of the presi- 
dential train along the route today 
were a repetition of those of yester- : 
day. 'Crowds at eveiy station cheered 
anid w<aved to the passing* train and 
every farm house and cross-roads had 
its group of eager watchers. 


At Huntsville a stop of ten minutes 


was made. 
Apparently the entire 


population of the town turned out' to 
welcpme the president. 
A big cotton 


mill is located here and hundreds of 
the operatives were in the crowd. The 
station was decorated with American 
flags'and a band was playing as the 
train drewf-up to the station. 


3£R. M'KINLEY SPEAKS. 


The president was introduced by 


Judge G. Richardson, General Wheel- 
ei Js successor in 
congress. 
The 


president rfc^ponded as follows: 


"J*1tery greatly 'appreciate and re- j 


^turn to 'all of you my thanks for this 
welcome -so warm and so 'generous 
upon the part of the (people, of the 
members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, Loyal Legion and1 Confed- 
erate Veterans, who speak their 
greetings to us as we *pa&s through 
your beautiful -city. 
If I have been 


in any Sense the instrument in the 
hands of the people to bring together 
the norih. and the south.it is the 
highest distinction that I could covet. 
I am glad to see the boys in grey 
uniting; in giving tjie reception. 
Once foes, now friends forever. (Great 
applause). 


"Once with hostile arms in their 


•hands, now *witli affection in their 
hearts, on$ for another and both unit- 
ed in iove <and loyalty for the flag 
<and for the land we love. 


"We are uot a military people. We 


are not dedicated to aims. 
We love 


peace and the United States never 
goes to war except, for p&ace, and only 
where it can have it in no other way. 
We have never gone to war for con- 
quest, for exploitation or for terri- 
tory, but always for liberty and hu- 
manity, and in your recent war with 
Spain the people of the whole United 
'States as 6ne man marched with the 
flag for the honor of the nation to re- 
lieve the oppressed people iu <Cuba. 


"The ttnited States has never ac- 


quired a foot of territory that has not 
been forever dedicated to liberty. I 
feel almost like apologizing for hav- 
ing taken from you General Wheeler, 
(great applause),^,but my compensa- 
tion is found iu the fact that you 
have elected 'a distinguished succes- 
sor, to represent you."

plause).

namely 71,000 shares, at £14, 10s per 
share for each £10 share, and that 
Mtr. Morgan agrees to purchase on 
similar terms' all ordinary shares of- 
•ered before May 26, 
Holders of a great majority 'of the 
ordinary shares have, according to 
ihe circular, intimated to Mr. Eller- 
man that they will avail themselves 


the offer of Mr, Morgan, and the 


effect will be that purchasers will be- 
ome owners of practically all the or- 
dinary share of the American cor- 
poration at a cost of upwards of £lr 


50,000. 
Mr. Ellerman binds him- 


self not to engage either directly or 
ndirectly in the North Atlantic 
trade, either with the United King- 
dom or the iCoatment, except between 
Antwerp and Montreal, for a term of 
fourteen years, on condition that the 
purchasers sell him the Mediterrane- 
an, Poi'fcugal and Montreal fleets and 
the business connected therewith at 
an agreed on price. 


Mr. Ellerman ad'ds that he pro- 


poses to retain his entire holdings iii 
preference shares, amounting to over 
£180,000, and his co-directors will 
retain all their preference holdings, 
amounting to £120,000. 
Mr. Eller- 


n also offers to buy any preference 


shares at par and their accrued in- 
terest. 


A circular issued by the secretary 


of the Leyland line accompanies Mr.

General Liu acted upon his own iii- 
tiative, or perhaps at the suggestion 
if some anti-foreign mandarin, of- 
ficials not believing that the Chinese 
government ordered General Liu to 
Desist the Germans, since such action 
s plainly against the government's 
nterests, 


CONFIRMED BY M'ARTOffUR. 


Washington, April 30,—Two im- 


portant cablegrams were received to- 
day at the war department from gen- 
eral MacArthur, at Manila. In the 
opinion of the officials the news con- 
tained in them murk the almost com 
plete collapse of organized rebellion 
in the Philippines. The cablegrams 
are as follows: 


"General Tinio surrendered with 


his command today at Sinait. 
He 


w,ill deliver 'all i&en and guns in his 
command as soon as they can be 
gathered together. 
This completely 


pacifies the first department, North- 
ern Luzon, for many months the 
worst in Luzon. 


"Colonels

had remained up to see the presiden- 
tial special cheered as it sped by. 


Several hundred persons were at 


the station at Stevenson1, despite the 
early .hour. 
The president, who had 


already arisen, appeared and bowed 
his acknowledgments. 


CROWDS AT EVERY STATION. 


Huntsville, Ala., April 30.—Scenes 


attending the passage of the presi- 
dential train along- the route today 
were a repetition of those of yester- 
day. Crowds ft-t every station cheered 
find waved to the passing train and 
every farm house and cross-roads had 
its group of eager watchers. 


At Huntsville a stop of ten minutes 


was made. 
Apparently the .entire 


population of the 'town turned out'to 
welcome the president.

I am glad to E-eu the boys in- grey 
uniting1 in giving the 
reception.

ed in love and loyalty for the flag 
and for the land we love. 


"We are not a military people. We 


are not dedicated to anus. 
We love 


peace and the United States never 
goes to war except for pc-ace, and only 
where it can have it in no other way. 

We have never gone to war for con- 
quest, for exploitation or for terri- 
tory, but always for liberty and hu- 
manity, and in your recent war with 
Spain the -people of the -whole United 
States as one man marched -with the 
flag for the honor of the nation to re- 
lieve tlie oppressed people in Cuba.

been forever dedicated to liberty.

tion, is found iu the fact that you 
have elected a distinguished succes- 
sor, to represent you."
